The album, which is a Black 
business venture, was made in 
Columbus at Raise Produc- 
tions, 110 N. 22nd St. 

‘ The Columbus residents that 
were involved in the produc- 
tion of the album are Chris 
Dawkins, mixing, John Hull, 
mastering, Linnie Haynes- 
worth, album cover design, 
and Darnell Lauderdale, 
photography. 

The-title cut, “I Ain’t Into 
That!,” begins by describing 
the many negative temptations © 
that youth encounter: “Push- 
ers and pimps trying to make 
me stay, serving me death ona 
silver tray. They get on my 
nerves wasting my.time, offer- 
ing me dope, sex and crime.” 

The song ends by accentuat- 
ing the positive lifestyles that 
youth should pursue: “Hang in 
there until | get somewhere. 
Shine my light and be out of 
sight. Trust in God wherever | 
trod. Early rise and exercise. 
I'm into that. 

I'm gonna make something 
great out of myself. Take my 
talents off the shelf. I'm gonna 
get a hit everytime at bat. 


Believe it or not I'm into that. 
Becoming the Rappin Rever- 


end was not an easy decision 
for Wise. 

He didn't think “rappin’ was 
the thing for the pastor of 
Shiloh Baptist church to do.” 

Wise began writing rap 


-music in late 1985 while paint- 


ing his basement and listening — 
to an R&B station. He wouid 
“paint and write a few lyrics; 


then paint and write a few more 


lyrics.” 

Wise’s talent for composing 
rappin’ remained dormant until 
he accompanied the Reverend 
Jesse Jackson to a speaking 
engagement at East High 
School. During that event, “at 
least 1,000 kids admitted that 
they were or had been on 
drugs. Seeing that crushed 
me,” Wise confessed. 

At that point, he put his 
apprehensions aside and 
started writing rap songs for 
“American youth on the right 
road to help them stay on it and 
to admonish those who are 
wayward to get back on the 
right road to success in life.” 

The response to Wise’s rap- 
pin’ ministry has been over- 
whelmingly positive. 

“You can't be against it; how 
can you,” he queried? 

Francis Simon, 72 years old 
and a member of Shiloh, said “I 
think its wonderful! If its some- 
thing that young people like 
then its good. I’d rather hear 
that Rappin’ Dr. Wise than see- 
ing young people carrying 
music boxes on their shoulders 
listening to that other mess.” 

Shiloh Deacon Sam Allen, 65 


years old agrees with Simon. 


“He's speaking to young peo- 
ple so they can understand 
what's going on right now. He's 
wanting them to get on board.” 
To critics of rap music, Wise 
says, “There’s nothing new 
under the Sun, God's been 
rappin’ since time begun.”

if chosen, Rehnquist would 
undoubtedly be the most radical 


_ chief justice since the early 


1900s, ranking only above the 
chief justice (Melville Fuller) who 
approved the “Plessy v. Fergu- 
son" doctrine of “separate but 
equal” in 1896. 


Testimony has already come 
out in Mr. Rehnquist's hearing 
alleging that he was involved in 
denying minorities the right to 
vote in his home of Phoenix. He 
also owned land which con- 
tainedrestrictive covenants 


against its sale to Blacks and, 


Jews. . 

In addition, Rehnquist, in 1954, 
wrote a memo to the late asso- 
ciate Justice Robert Jackson in 
support of racial segregation. 

Rehnquist, naturally, denies all 
these charges. His denials, how- 
ever, are unconvincing. In all of 
his votes on-that body, he has 
consistently demonsrated his 
insensitivity to the needs of 
Blacks, women and the poor. 

But there are some who argue 
that, no matter how personally 
odious a president's choice may 
be, the Senate has the obligation 
to allow him to choose individu- 
als of like political persuasion to 
the federal courts. This argu- 
ment is not only. false; it is 
dangerous. 


Over 200 high school football 
and basketball players sche- 
duled to receive athletic scholar- 
ships to college this year have 
failed to meet new minimum 
academic standards and are 
ineligible to compete in colle- 
giate athletic programs. This 
number will climb much higher, 
if educators don't take a firm 
stand, insuring that these ath- 
letes meet their requirements. 

When considefing the number 
of athletes failing the SAT and. 
ACT examination, the problem is 
evident. The National Collegiate 
Athletic Association set the 
standards in 1983, which 
requires athletes to attain a min- 
imum grade average in a core 
curriculum of high school 
courses and to meet minimum 
test scores to be eligible for 
competition. The rules became 
effective this year and the results 
are awesome. 

It should be recognized that if 
the educational values of sports 
are the foremost concern in 
developing eligibility require- 
ments, sports programs. will 
becomea positive reinforcement 
for the schools’ educational 
qoals. 

it is important that students be 
held scholastically accountable 
for their academic performance, 
and athletes should be held to 
the same expectations. 

The scholastic requirements 
of athletes should be no more, 
not less, than those for the 
general body, unless there are

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The-courts, as the third part of 
our. “separation of powers”, is 
unique in that its members are 
designed NOT to have to go 
before the voters. They are given 
lifetime tenure because, in the 
“wisdom of the founding fathers, 
their judgments must be free of 
the simple factional and partisan 
equations that often accompany 
our system of “majority rule”. 
The funding fathers also rec- 
ognized, even in the partisa 
arena, that there is more than 
one potential voice which can 
represent “the will of the people”. 
Thus, the executive, elected by 
the people in general, can 
recommend judicial candidates; 
but the Senate, elected by the 
people in particular, must accept 
his recommendation. 


Ronald Reagan has held him- 
self out as the embodiment of 
“the will of the people”, and 
argued that anything he wants he 
should have. That kind of reason- 
ing demonstrates the “tyranny of 
a majority” which the founding 
fathers rightly attempted to 
circumvent. 


Aman as insensitive as William 
Rehnquist could do great dam- 
age to the constitutional protec- 
tions which Blacks and the poor 
have only recently begun to 
enjoy. If the Senate cares about 
this dangerous man’s extreme 
viewpoints -- indeed, if it cares 
about its own constitutional role 
to protect Americans from the 
tyranny of (what may be a tem- 
porary) majority, it must say 
emphatic ‘no’ to Reagan's selec- 
tion of William Rehnquist as 
‘chief justice.

sons for doing so. Scholastic 
requirement should not be estab- 
lished to “make it-tough on the 
athlete”, nor to “weed out under- 
sirables”, but rather to help the 
student understand that sports 
are an integral aspect of the 
schools’ activities. 

Administrators must continue 
to mandate that all athletes con- 
tinue their weekly eligibility, 
which is above the minimum in 
our District, and to insure that 
close monitoring of grades by 
responsible individuals (i.e. par- 
ents, coaches, teachers and 
administrators) is in effect. 

Athletes must understand that 
eligibility requirements are 
established as one of several 
mechanisms designed to help 
them benefit from the total 
school evironment. 

The coach, as acounselor, can 
help the athlete to understand 
this and relate it to goals for the 
future. The coach, then must 
play an active role in helping to 
see that the eligibility require- 
ments are educationally sound, 
relevant to the student's future 
and thatthe athlete understands 
this. 

The parent must support the 
requirements and reinforce them 
at appropriate opportunities. 

Educators must assist other 
adminisrators in understanding 
the positive force that eligibility 
requirements can have for the 
school.

BEDO is a statewide organiza- 
tion which was developed as the 
coalition of all the Black state 
representatives in the mid-1960s 
Formuch of that time, the group 
operated with its primary focus 
as the legislativae process, and 
was able to rack up some signifi- 
cant successes, including the 
enactment of one of America’s 
most comprehensive minority 
business set-aside laws. 


Much of that was done through

The Black Agenda includes a 
number of specific suggestions, 
including the expansion of efforts 
to recruit minority teachers; crea- 
tion of a working Capital loan 
program to help fund minority 
businesses; development of a 
program to provide prescription 
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drugs to thé elderly poor who are 
not eligible for medicaid; and 
encouraging the state's pension 
systems to fund minority 
businesses 


But what was more important 
than the individual recommenda- 
tions was the process, and the 
goal. McLin told the crowd, “we 
want it all!” The only way. to get 
“it all” in politics is to seize jt 
And this effort, generated as it __ 
was through massive community 
support and backed by local poli- 
ticians at the grass-roots level, 
was designed to send a message 
to the Democratic Party: Black 
folks are organizing to make their 
voices heard, and will settle for 
nothing less 


That's what's called the differ- 
ence between influence and 
power. 


Forget Reagan: Let’s support the ANC | 


It boggles the mind: It disturbs 
the soul: President Reagan's latest 
speech on South Africa was so 
replete with contradictions and 
lies that it's a wonder he was able 
to say it with a straight face. 

Let's just consider the four most 
glaring inconsistencies: First, Mr. 
Reagan suggests the United 
States should be led by South 
Africa in how we deal with 
apartheiat 

Yes, Mr. Reagan, the man who 
just got $100 million to overthrow 


_ the duly elected government of 


Nicaragua, stated: ‘The fate of 
South Africa will be decided there, 
not here. We. Americans stand 
ready to help, but whether South 
Africaemerges democratic and 
free or takes a course leading toa 
downward spiral of poverty and 
repression will finally be their cho- 
ice, not ours. The key to the future 
lies with the South African 
Government.” 

So now the United States -- the 
leader of the western world -- is 


leaving in the hands of the white . 


Reaching out 
Preparing 


to fail 


Many prison inmates dream 
aloud of their intentions of new 
automobiles and stylish ward- 
robes they will purchase upon 
release from prison. 

Agreat number of these inmates 
have limited job experience and 
educational background and 
clearly set themselves up to fail 
with the attitude of “something for 
nothing”, and other get rich quick 
schemes. 

Time and time again, prison 
inmates are returned to society 
untrained, uneducated, full of 
blame, self-pity and resentment 
for the system when they discover 
that becoming a positive success 
in society is more than a notion. 

With the rude awakening that 
the seventy-five dollars ‘gate 
money”, prisoners receive upon 
release, one must realize that this 
amount is hardly enough for room 
and board, and certainly an inade- 
quate down payment for a Rolls 
Royce or Cadillac. 

One must be willing to work long 
hours and save iike a miser for 
years to obtain an abundance of 
material success. The“alternative 
to education and hard work for 
material gain in many cases Is a 
speedy return to prison or worse. 

Prison life is a subculture or a 
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South African government -- the 
most violently racist government 
in modern history -- the choice of 
whether it will continue to oppress 
the 80 percent Black South African 
population. 

But if you think that's bad, listen 
to what he said about increasing 
business interesting in South 
Africa: “We need not a Western 
withdrawl, but deeper involvement 
by the Western business commun- 
ity as agents of change and pro- 
gress and growth. The interna- 
tional business community needs 
not only to be supported in South 
Africa, but energized.” ; 

In fact, the Reagan Administra- 
tion has just increased the rate of 
South Africa’s textil@ exports to 
this country by a 4 percent. This 
increase is greater than that which 
was granted to Taiwan. Souoth 
Korea and Hong Kong -- our major 
textile exporters. 

How can you challenge and 
dismantle apartheid while at the 
same time strengthing the econ- 


omy of apartheid? One of the rea- 


Although some Blacks, out of 
their hatred for Ronald Reagan, 
don't want to admit it, the recent 
U.S. Supreme Court decision on 
affirmative action is amonumental 
victory for Black people. 

We came perilously close to a 
ruling that would have allowed and 
encouraged the government and 
the private sectors to reduce the 
Black work force in the name of 
“colorblindness.” 

In a stunning victory for justice, 
and justin time to give Black Amer- 
ica something to cheer about dur- 
ing the July 4th. celebration, the 
Supreme Court told this country it 
would not turn its back on the 
national history of discrimination. 

“We hold that (federal law) does 
not prohibit a court from ordering, 
in appropriate circumstances, 
affirmative race-conscious relief 
as a remedy for past discrimina- 
tion,” said Justice William Bren- 
nan, writing for the majority in the 
court's main opinion. 

Yes, America pays little atten- 
tion to anything but race, the 
court's majority implied, and as 
long as it does, we need race- 
conscious relief. Moreover, the 
historical precedent is there. 

In 1857, Chief Justice Roger 
Taney ruled for the- majority that 
whether slave or free, Blacks 
“were not intended to be included 
under the word ‘citizens’ in the 


city within a city, with its own 
rules, language and behavior 
criterion. 

Much that is regarded as posi- 
tive progress while in prison is, in 
reality, psychological game play- 
ing that often gives inmates a dis- 


sons this legalized racism has con- 
tinued for so long has been the 
umbilical chord that ties it to the 
Western business commuhi- 
ty...and to the governments of the 
United States and Great Britan. 

Next, there's that old excuse that 
sanctions will hurt Blacks in South 
AFrica more than it will hurt 
whites. As Reagan put it, “The 
primary victims of an economic 
boycott of South African would be 
the very people we seek to help,” 
He then went on the quote white 
South African author Alan Paton 
who is against sanctions. 

Every major Black leader from 
Bishop Tutu, to Rev. Alan Boesak, 
to Winnie and Nelson Mandela, to 
the leaders of the Black trade 
union movement have come out in 
favor of disinvestment. 

But Bishop Tutu gave the best 
response when he proclaimed: “'l 
found the (Reagan) speech nau- 
seating...Over 70 percent of our 

people in two surveys have shown 
that they want sanctions. No, Pres- 
ident Reagan knows better...He

Constitution.” Justice Taney said 
that the Constitution gave ‘no 
rights or privilages but such as 
those who had the power...might 
choose to grant them.” 

inthis 1857 Dred Scottdecision. 
the Court said that Blacks as a 
group had no rights or privileges 
that Whites were bound to uphold; 
they were. in effect, only 
“intermediate-human." 

By ruling that race-conscious 
remedies are constitutional, the 
1986 Supreme Court told the 
“colorblind” Negroes and “reverse 
discrimination" Whites that their 
self-delusion amounted to self- 
parody. And the knockout punch 
upheld specific numerical goals 
(not quotas) to correct past 
discrimination.

work in society, versus that which 
will not.

chief of old (who) can tell us Black 
people that we don't know what is 
good for us.

In fact, Regan's refusal to 
impose sanctions -- the only 
peaceful means still possible -- 
means that the suffering of Black 
people in South Africa will indeed 
increase. The killings will 
increase, the unjust jailings will 
increase, the tear-gassing of 
churches will increase. In fact, 
Reagan, by continuing his policy 
of constructive engagement, has 
prolonged the agony of Black 
people in South Africa. 

Finally, there is Reagan's 
twisted and demented depiction of 
the African National Congress -- 
the ANC. Reagan calls them 
““communist-controlled,’’ and 
claims that they, not the South 
African government, are “creating 
the conditions for racial war.” 

But, as Mr. A.H. Bloom, chair-

But 
his mastery of the legal system, so 
evident as chief counsel for the 
NAACP in the famous Brown deci- 
sion in 1954, is a foregone 
conclusion

$50,000) of the nine justices; com- 
pared to Justice Powell, the rich 
est ($3.2 to $6.5 million). This fact 
disturbs Randolph Harris of The 


ual, in spite of his or her past con- 
ditions or environment, and in 
spite‘of the multitude of adversity 
that an inmate may face upon 
release. These are arguments that 
will take much time to deal with. 

The bottom line in this issue 
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recently stated. “A self-fulfilling 
prophecy will simply be created if 
we persist, as President Reagan 
has just done, inlabeling the ANC 
solely. as bloodthirsty, Moscow- 
directed, gun-toting terrorists.” Of 
course, we know that Mr. Bloom's 
comments are based on pure sur- 
vival instincts -- those industrial- 
ists still operating in South Africa 
understand dthat their days in 
South Africa are numbered unless 
they begin to declare. some modi- .

However, concerning the ANC, 
the issue is not whether or not they 
are communist.

County commissioners also 
raised questions about the test, 
questioning whether it was an 
approved civil service test. 
Smith's office administered the 
test, and tests for lieutenant 
and sergeant respectively, 
without civil service approval.

“I've got some of the best 
people in the country working 
for us, and they didn't get there 
like (Evans is) saying.” 

But Evans defended his 
statements, adding that “the key 
issue (in the sheriff's depart- 
ment) is not hiring per se, but 
promotions and assignments.” 

Only one Black has been 
promoted in the last seven 
years, Evans charged, and he 
was promoted by former she- 
riff Bob Berry. When Smith 
came into office, that officer 
was demoted. 

Approximately 13 percent of 
the sheriff's employees are 
Black. According to Evans, 
Blacks have passed all three of 


the tests given by Smith. but 
none has been promoted. 
Evans questioned whether 
less-qualified whites may have 
been promoted over some of 
the Blacks. 

Gathering information about 
the tests has been difficult, 
Evans said, because none of 
the officers knows his or her 
score on the tests. 

Smith responded that “three 
of the thirty (deputies who 
passed the corporal’s test) are 
Black, and will be promoted if 
they are reached on the list.” 

Although Evans had planned 
to meet with Smith, Evans said 
later that he has reassessed his 
position. 

Noting that the NAACP is 
examining all the Franklin 
County officerholders’ records 
of hiring and promotion of 
Blacks, Evans said, “it appears 
to me that we have some deci- 
sions to resolve before | meet 
with anyone, including the 
sheriff.” 

In a related matter, the Driv- 
ing Park Area Commission has 
written the Director of the Ohio 
Department of Administrative 
Services, asking for an investi- 
gation of the hiring practices of 
the sheriff's department. 

“We would like to see this 
problem addressed, and to feel 
that Mr. Earl O. Smith is a con- 
cerned and fair-minded 
leader,” the letter, signed by 
Rev. William Ricks and James 
Johnson said. “At this point, 
there is some question.”
